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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that: "[njeither Ueda nor 
Timmermans, either separately or in combination, teach, suggest, or otherwise render obvious all of the limitations set forth in the claims. 
Further, there has been no clear articulation why one skilled in the art would find the differences between the prior art and the claims 
obvious. 

In response to applicant's argument, it should be noted that, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See 
In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case, motivation for the rejections is found both in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art and in the cited 
references. Furthermore, primary reference Ueda discloses the main inventive concept expect forming the unit as a wobbled pattern and is 
combined with Timmermans, which discloses the copy protection information in the second specific data unit is formed as a wobbled 
pattern in the second area (col. 7, lines 9-14). 

Applicant argues that: "independent claim 27 recites a recording medium including, among other things, a "data structure of the 
copy protection information in a first specific data unit is different from data structure of the copy protection information in a second specific 
data unit." The applicant respectfully asserts that the cited reference taken separately or in combination do not teach, suggest, or otherwise 
render obvious the above quoted portion of claim 27." 

Examiner maintains that Ueda discloses data structure of the copy protection information in a first specific data unit is different 
from data structure of the copy protection information in a second specific data unit. (Ueda teaches this concept because each data unit 
has different file recording location information and file identifier which needed to descramble the user data; Applicant is directed to FIG. 10, 
section b and FIG. 11 (B) where data structure for a data unit is defined. See also, col. 8, lines 1-35, col. 14, lines 19-25, see also col. 7, 
lines 31-38, col. 13, lines 23-32; ).
